Applicant is also requested to change the spellings to 
conform to U.S. standard, e.g. claim 7, "neutraUse." 

It is noted for the record and to expedite prosecution that claim 10 presently recites a 
broader language for the iron chelator than its independent claim 1 . In fact, claims such as 9-1 1 
should just specify which of the three iron chelator in claim 1 is to be further selected since using 
broader language now that the chelator is limited to a group of three substances is confiising. 
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Additionally, applicant should provide an explanation as to what is meant by "derivative thereof 
in claim 19, part (b). 

Claims 1-5 and 27 are allowed. Applicant is advised that a search update would have to 
be conducted before issuing a Notice of Allowability, when appropriate. 

Claims 6-21 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 

multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim, either directly
